Wool GnowiNo in the Urjted States. — 
To a common observer nothing seems more | 
extraordinary than the fact that this nation of ' 
intelligent fanners should be under the necess- 
ity of importing so many million pounds of 
foreign woo! every year; to say nothing of the 
millions of yards of woolen goo'ds also Imported. 
If grazing lands were scarce, or held at bigfi 
prices in ^iis country; if the elimale were un- 
favorable to the hculth of sheep, or to the pro- 
duction of good fleeces and mutton, it would 
he easy iti ncrount for tho almost universal neg- 
lect of this great inlereft. But no such obsta- 
cles prevent the rapid multiplication of abeea 
and tlie profitable extension of this bratfcfa of 
husbandry.

hem e tn-atmcnf that would be particularly ad- 
vantageous and appropriate on them, would 
not necessarily be equally beneficial on soils of 
a genend chara :ter. Furthermore, drouth in 
seeding time is itself exceptional rather than 
an OSUa] visitation or condition of the weather. 
Taken altogether, the circumstances of Mr. 
Johnston's experience do not appear lo me 
sufiieient to base a general argument upon in 
favor of drilling in wheat, notwithstanding he 
may, as Mr, Harris avers, have Io*t "live or 
uix hundred bushels of wheat." from not drill, 
ing "in ortc ycar/'stleh loss being, in my viow, 
clearly due to unusual droitlli, rsltUef titan 
broadcnsl sowing. 

For if we gi ant that in his case, and on oth- 
er clay soils, more wheat would have been rais- 
ed than really was produced, this will not prove 
that as much, or more, wheat Boutd not \*c and 
was not raised through the country generally 
from Ivoadcastiog as could have been from 
drilling. Granting, also* that wheat, or any 
other grain, may be put in deep enough fo have 
it grow when the ground is roo dry for it to 
germinate If broadcasted, not much benefit will, 
I think, bo derived, because the longer and 
more growth the wheat has to Riakc before 
reaching the surface will relatively appropriate 
more of the vital force of the kernel, and its 
growth afterwards will therefore lie weaker 
and less rapid than that of wheat sowed later 
but nearer to the surface, and making Ic r s ex- 
haustive growth before becoming entirely in- 
dependent of the seedbcrry for support, If 
drilling gives the earlier growth, it must, I 
think, there be the weaker; while if sowing 
sometimes — I say sometimes, for it is not usu- 
ally too dry for wheat to grow in Che last bait' 
of September — results in later growth, it is 
nevertheless in an equal time stronger] and if 
sowed wheat bo as good as that which was 
drilled by the middle of Novcinlier, 1 care not 
for the seeming advantage of one coming up 
*omc days before the*otlicr. And though I 
have not seen Klippart's book, p erh ap s the 
readers of the Co. Grant, will sec nothing amiss 
in my here assuring them tliat I have drilled 
hundreds of acres of wheat on diffe rent kinds 
of soil; and broadcasted more on ground wide- 
ly varying in quality. 

Two weeks ago f had occasion to make a 
journey through two rich prairie towns near 
the La Crosse railroad, during which my at- 
tention was directed to the state of the crofN, 
and more particularly to three fields of spring 
wheat of about 20 acres' each. These were 
from one to three miles apart, and from one- 
third to a half of each field was drill sown. 
This was an unexjavied Opportunity of observ- 
ing the comparative merits of drilling, and ac- 
cordingly I found my prepossessions in favor 
of broadcasting much strengthened by what I 
saw. The drilled wheat was in euch and all 
the fields more slender, of much paler or less 
healthy color, and exhibited less vigor, and 
those general signs which make a good crop 
and warrant the anticipation of a tall yield, 
than the sowed wheat growing side by side in 
otherwise equal conditions with i'; while in 
verity the sowed wheat appeared strong and 
healthy, the drilled parts were spindling iu 
growth, and had the well known yettow tinge 
which characterises what is known as *'a sick- 
ly looking growth. " I am bound to infer then 
from the reasons a tacts stated, thnt while. sonv: 
seed is sowed and earlier germination sctiired, 
the subsequent growth of drilled wheat is not 
Superior, and 1 doubt if it h?, equal generally, 
or rather if it would be ifgeoorelly practiced, 
to that of seed properly broadcasted on ground 
in good heart and fine condition for seeding. 
And instead of agreeing with Mr. Harris, (as 
of itself would be agreeable lo inc.) I fear the 
facts which 1 have noticed, or may hereafter 
notice, will lead me to n similar conclusion 
with the "experienced" "English writer" from 
whose opinion he has cxprcssul his dissent.

Is it really impossible to raise so much as 
one efficient WOOj growing Company in this 
countrr? I trust not. Sound business men 
could easily organize a company on such a ba- 
sis as to commanct the confidence of that glass 
of capital ^ts who arc interested in commercial 
and manufacturing operations. None of these 
are so safe as i*to< k husbandry, if wisely man- 
aged. The Creator has given a self-multiply- 
ing power to both animal and vegetable vitali- 
ty, to as-it the skillful hujbonanraO, in aug- 
menting h*a gains, which is sought in vain in 
any mere trading or mechanical contrivance. 
Life is an agricultural element licit sullieieiitly 
studied by farmers. Iu both sheep and swine 
iUi increase, under favorable uu-quces, is won- 
derful. Provide a fair supply of food, pure 
water and air, attd Tn^e may breed sheep and 
hogs to any desirable extent, by the simple 
process of natural reproduction. Sustenance 
is the grand basis Of both plant and animal 
culture. Nature feeds both, in many instances, 
very bounlifully; but art and science should be 
ready at alt times to lend her proper aid. Na- 
ture will titit r"«r sheep, and shear and wash 
their wool tor iht Htfl RrnWt do a part for 
himself; and the sooner he ge*9 ahoirt wool 
g row ing the bettor it will be for bis country.

Some could 
write just as well as not, but have never 
thought they had any experience worth record- 
ing. Whatever the t Base may be, few of them 
write. 

We doubt not that some of them bavc go<id 
roaaons, bat many of them have not; and we 
nrish to enlist their contribuiions. both for their 
own Bakes, and for that of our readei*s, as well 
as ourselves. 

We never yet % isited a fann nor even a%nr- 
den, without getting some new ideas that were 
of service to us in our own operations. We are 
cultivators of the soil, and every new item from 
the note-books of our fellow-laborers is a direct 
help to us. Again, such nriiclcs coming di- 
rectly from those who hold the plow, show 
their wants, and enable us lo draw from our 
cxjjcriencc and other sonrces such teachings us 
shall lie most sen lecaide to them. These com- 
munications from our readers are short visits, 
which we can immediately reciprocate in short 
articles. Could we visit the fields of our 
neighbors and talk with them across the fence, 
we could doubtless otl'.-rsiiggcstions that would 
be of more value to them than anything we 
can write. Their communications will enable 
us to give the best substitute for these familiar 
field lectures. As it now is, wc often bavc to 
draw the bow at a venture, sure only that the 
topics wc treat of will meet somebody's wants, 
for they have first met our own. 

Hut these communication* would lie profita- 
ble to all our ivmlers. Cultivators form a 
common brotherhood, and the "esprit da corps" 
ought to be us strong among us as in anv other 
calling. Every leaf from your note-book will 
help every cultivator at some stage of his oper- 
ations. What would you have given for your 
present experience aud knowledge of the prin- 
ciples of husbandry ten yean ago? How many 
foolish undertaking* would it have prevented, 
and bow many wise on« s would it have prompt- 
ed yon to? It is doubtless worth thousands of 
dollars to you. Now, for the benefit of the in- 
expL-rieiued, who always form a portion of our 
readers, draw from the storehouse of your own 
dear-bought experience, and tell us what may 
be done economically npon the (arm, nnd what 
quiek«auls and quagmires WO ought to avoid. 
Write (or the benefit of your neighbors. 

Write fur your own* instruction. A man 
forgets a great deal that be learns, unless DC is 
in the habit of recording his knowledge. Un- 
less you keep a record, you cannot now recall 
nil the details of an experiment that you made 
ewe years since. Almost any satisfactory D ial 
uf a "crop or a fertilizer, ol an auimal, or of an 
article of fodder, involves a multil tide of par- 
ticulars thnt confuse the memory. They should 
be recorded at the time, and the results. 
Then a man can give a reason for the faith 
that is in him. In ibis way one forms intelli- 
gent opinions in regard to the details of fann- 
ing, lie grows in knowledge and in self-reli-

of seed to sow ]ier acre, in order to obtain the 
greatest yield of grain, except bycxptriinents?" 
He likewise wishes your opinion, or that of 
your readers, as to the reason of his oats, pro- 
duced on four acres of hind on which he had 
sown ihroe and a half bu-hels of seed per acre, 
being two pounds per bushel bea>Vter than those 
grown on four acres that had only two and a 
half bushels of seed sown per acre. • - 

With regard to the first Query, it contains 
at the cod 9f the sentence, I think, a very propt r 
answer, in the word** "except by experiment." 
There is no doubt whatever that experience is 
the l>cst oeaoner, if we will be careful to profit 
by its teachings. 

. With regard to tne proper quantity of seed 
per acre, much must depend upon the quality 
of the soil, aud its condition at the time of 
sowing, as some soils require more seed than 
oilier*. f*oila of rich quality require a greater 
quantity of secil per acre*, to produce a full 
crop and a fair sample, than soils of a poorer 
description. When soils/good in quality, arc 
toe thinly seeded, the crop produced will be 
coarse, both I.**. Bttaw and gram; and although 
the quantity of cither nTay perhaps not be n 
great deal NnS ID bulk, than it would ham been 
if heavier seeded, yet both straw aud grain will 
he itfftriOt in quality to what they might have 
been had a tub </t:r.**tilv of seed been sown. 

On the other hand, when* p. •**«!, jwor in 
quality, has as much seed sown upon ft as 
would be sufficient for a good soil, the crop 
produced will be delicately small in the Straw 
and car, the soil not pennnsriosj quality stifri- 
cicnt to fecif such a number of plants to full 
maturity, and consequently they are stunted in 
their growth, and a light and failing crop is 
the result; whereas, if a less quantity of seed 
had been SOWU, the plants would have lieen 
fewer in number, and the soil batter qualified 
to give them sufficient strength, and push them 
on to maturity, and thereby a crop obtaine d 
equal to the capabilities of the land. This is 
no imaginary theory, but what I have experi- 
enced in pra c t i ce in innumerable cases. In 
D. C.'scasc, therefore, the reason why the 
oats on the lour acres, which bad three and a 
hall bushels of seed sown on tl«» acre, were two 
pounds per bushel heavier, was evidently be- 
cause the produce wa.- liner in quality, both iu 
straw and grain, than the four acres sown with 
only two and a half bushels to the acre. On 
poor soils two and a half or three bushels, of 
seed per acre, is Sufficient to produce as full a 
crop df out-, as the laud is qualified to bring | 
to perfection, but oil rich soils at least four 
bushels pvr acre of seed will be necessary, lo 
produce a full crop of fine quality, and good) 
simple.

Numberless happy consequences have resulted 
from our victory, and the only danger is that 
it may create a feeling of over-confidence in 
the minds of our party in Kentucky. 

Our friends cannot indeed cherish too much 
i-oniidenee if they will but cherish with it a 
determination to put forth their whole strength 
in the performance of the work before them. 
They must not forget for a moment, that, 
however great and important the victory they 
have achieved may b?, a greater and >tillmorc 
important one remains to be achieved. Oar 
enemies, so tcnibly routed only ■ few weeks 
a;o, nre again in the field, exerting their ut- 
mo-t energies. If defeat has not paralyzed 
them, let us at least show that triumph cannot 
paralyse us. Let us prove that we can liear 
glory as well as they can bear shame. 

All our speakers, all to whom Heaven has 
vouchsafed even in a moderate degree the gift 
of persuasiveness of speech, should address 
their fellow-citizens every day if jiossiblc from 
the present time till the election. Those of 
our friends, who feel that they cannot make 
public speeches, can at lea*-! reason calmly in 
private with their fellow-citizens. Every man 
can do something, and every man, if he is a 
patriot, will. Concerted action is of the first 
importance. Organization, rigorous and mi- 
nute, organization embracing the whole of the 
members of every neighliorhood, is a necessity. 

Bell and Everett clubs must be formed eve- 
rywhere. If in any neighborhood there is no 
club, in that neighborhood a sacred duty is 
neglected. There is no conceivable reason 
why there should be any such neighborhood. 
The process of getting up a club is simple and 
easy. Two or three or four active men can 
put forth a call for a mcctiug at a designated 
time and place, and organize a club then and 
there, however small it may be, each enrolled 
meiulier regarding it as his duty to swell the 
number as much as possible every day there- 
after hy his unremitting personal exertions. 
The whole Union strength of Kentucky should 
be 4-htUn'd before the November election. 

Club and organize! Let vigilance commit- 
tees and canvassing committees be uppointcd, 
let documents be obtained, let newspapers Ikj 
liberally ordered, let all valuable information 
l>e universally diffused. Meet the enemy at 
every point. Be not satisfied with l>cating him 
hack, but pursue him and strip him of his 
armor to be used in the cause of truth and |»a- 
triotism. If any friend seems shaken or stag- 
gered by the craft of our foes, let him be sus- 
tained and steadied and strengthened. Only 
a little time remains, but wc must devote that 
whole time to our country if we would long 
have a country. For the first time in our 
national history, a party, strong and resolute 
in one section, is organized, almost without 
disguise, for the Republic's overthrow. The 
Union is derided and execrated. Patriotism 
is scoffed at. The love of country is sneered 
at as evidence of a want of personal spirit. A 
new and terrible era has arisen in our laud, 
and the times demand the vigorous exercise of 
whatever virtue and wisdom may yet remain 
alive in the hearts of the people.

Scandal in Jkksky City.— The Jersey City

When it was known that the Prince of Wales Wa* 
coming to Kingston, it was thought cn admirable 
op[x>rtuuity for getting up a little of the old 
fosysu* The Orange asaociaflons resolved to cn- 
g'l-e? 1 * sj.eci.il organizations in the parade, to 
wear their usu.il badges and emblems, and to erect 
Orange arches, covered with characteristic in 
script iuns or pictures. William tbe Third's tri- 
umph over the enemies of civil and religous liber- 
ty was not merely to be commemorated, as it will 
always deserve to l*e, but it was to be cmntnom- 
oratcd, BS in a partisan aud offensive manner. 

At this the Catholics very properly took of- 
fence; they made no objection to the Orange so- 
cieties uniting in the precession; they did not 
refuse to walk under the triumphal arches; but 
they insisted that the peculiar and injurious in- 
signia of the order, and the peculiar and otfensive 
symbola on the arches, should not be used. It 
was a leasonaMe demur, but it was not met by a 
reasonable answer. The Orangemen said they 
had a right to participate in the proceedings in 
common with all other citizens; they had a right 
to do so as a society; and it was an arrogant dic- 
tation to attempt to designate the costume in 
which they should appear. They overlooked the 

H that tbe question was not one of right but of 
propriety, whether a festival, pre-eminently pub- 
lic and national, should bo made a partisan de- 
monstration, and whether a (particular body of 
men should exercise its rights in such a way as to 
exclude othors from the enjoyment ol theirs. The 
Roman Catholics were as eager to express their 
loyalty aa tbe Orangemen, and neither justice,, 
politeness, nor true manly feeling, warranted the 
latter in attempting to impose upon them condi- 
tions of humiliation or insult. 

A Canadian orator, wo perceive, who jn«tifie« 
the part enacted by the Orange lodges, Fay:: 
"Now, the empire of which this province forms a 
part is Protestant; this province is Protestant; yet 
s clique of Reman Catholic fanatics object to this 
Prote-tant society joining in Ihe procession to do 
honor to s Protestaut Prince, who in addition to 
being Protestant is a grand nephew of two of its 
most illustrious grand mastery viz: the King of 
IJanovcr and his K;»yal highness the Duke of 
York. Such leii|g the case, it is apparent that 
nothing could be conceived in better taste than 
that tbo Orangemen should do themselves the 
honor of greeting the Prince." All which may 
be true, but it scarcely meets the case. The 
Prince of Wales doe* not visit the provinces as a 
Protectant, but as the orgau of a com moa Gov- 
ernment aud future ruler of Catholics and 
Protestants alike. As the law he repre- 
sent.} extends its regis over both, so his visit 
and persons arc of equal interest to both: and 
neither party should avail it-self of an occasion so 
general to promote special end*. Nor is it true, 
as this speaker states, that any one proposed to 
deny Orangemen "the honor of greeting the 
Prince." Their opponents denied simply their 
right to greet him in a fashion that gave olVence 
to others: and certainly nothing could be more 
offensive than to ask a Catholic to bend his nc< I; 
like a Human captive under an. arch on which he 
HfW records of the downfall of bis country and bit 
religion inscribed. The view taken of the matter 
by the Princo of Wales and tbe l>uke of New- 
castle strikes R3 as altogether sensible and just. 
Thoy havo refused to receive any partisan ad- 
dressee; they will not enter a town in which there 
is to be a partisan p:irade, and they are determined 
t<> keep the demonstrations clear of all shows of 
religious ptejudico or bigotry. 

Tiif. IIarvkst Moon.— The full moon which 
happens 00 the 29th of this month is the harvest 
moon, the theme of so much admiration and song 
in our climate. It derives its name from the ag- 
ricultural economy of Kngland. For several 
successive evenings about tbo time of the autum- 
nal equinox, SajS the New York Journal of 
Commerce, it ricoa at nearly the same hour, and 
pours its full radiance over the landscape, afford- 
ing tbe husbundman an oppo rt unity lo extend his 
harvest labors into tho evening hours. The arri- 
val of tho sun at the autumnal equinox, when 
the moon is in the ascending node of its orbit and 
entering tho first point of Aries, will r reduce a 
harvest moon under tho most favorable eircum- 
.staucca. With the aid of a celestial glol e the 
cause of the phenomenon may bs seen bv simple 
inspection. When the full mcon occurs on the 
SM of September and is rising in il.e east, the 
sun will be setting in the west, in the autumnal 
equinox. All that portion of the ecliptic (hen above 
the horizon will be south of the celestial equator, 
and making the least possible angle with ths 
southern horizon. As the orbit of the moon is 
but little inclined to the ecliptic, and the moon 
advances in it regularly at the rato of thirteen 
chorees per diem, the arc p,ia-ed over, from dav to 
• , ascend- above the horizon in about a quarter 
<•' sfl hour, while, al other seasons of the veai . 
t! e wme arc requires about an hour in its a>cen- 
ti ;i. The full moons whic'i prece le and follow 
tb • harvest moon— when that happens on the 23d 
n: September — do not differ much from each 
o vr, in respect to rising; nor do they differ 
gr.^itly from the harvest BUM in the same respect. 
The full moon, following the harvest moon, is 
known as the hunter's moon, it happening at ths 
season of hunting in England. While the pre es- 
sloa of the equinoxes is so inseparably eonnccted 
with the tropical year that th e harvest moon can 
never wander from tbe autumnal equinox, the 
starry heavens of that tendon of the year are 
slowly withdrawing from our view; and, except- 
ing tho arctic constellations, will have wholly 
disappeared at the end of thirteen thousand years, 
when tho beautiful Southern tro-s and the 
Magellanic Clouds will rise above our horizon.

Perilous Aeronautic J'rojrrt. — Mons. K Cop- 
pis, a French aeronaut; aud pupil of tho Celebra- 
ted M. Goddard, has accepted the challenge ofM 
Deltenre, published in tho columns of the N. ^ 
Herald on the '2blh inst., to make an ascension in 
a paper tire bnloon, to take place on tbe 4th or 
13th of September, at Jones's Wot-ds. The air 
*hip will bo of the Mongoltin pattern, 51 feel i" 
perfiendicuhir diameter, horizontal diameter of 42 
feet, 132 feet in circumference, cubic capacity 
40.1% feet, with an ascensional power of 403 lbs.; 
the air ship and its equipments will weigh about 
230 11s. The materials to be used in tbts con- 
struction of the machine will be 1,400 pound- 
Manilla paper, 3(H) yards calico for the bonds, 
sides, joints, and interior of the balloon to the 
height of three feet. This but precaution is in 
dispensable in the construction of balloons made 
Of paper, to insure inflation of the ship, which i-- 
effected by tho dilution of the air by heat. The 
operation is performed by burning straw urd**i 
the orilice of tho lower part of the balloon. The 
first KSCSnsiofl in a tiro balloon was made to 
trance, in 171*3, bv Pibisterde Rozier and Mar 
quis d'Arlandes. A similar one will be attempted 
by M. Coppia.

Asyloi— Lo&t nf Six Lives. — From the Toleilo 
Times aud Herald V tho Gth, we copy the follow- 
ing: 

The particulars in regard to tho lire at the 
Catholic Orphan Asylum, Mtualed MM mileoui 
OD Cherry -street, at an early hour ytltONfej 
morning, are truly heart-rending, and are quitV- 
us txid as our lirst, report, but not exactly as 
dialed. 

Yesterday forenoon two children were alrcadv 
dead, uIm> one of tbe help, a woman of twentv- 
four years. One of the a*si$*an:s a young w'o- 
nuit of eiijhtcen to twenty years, is very luJIy 
ljurneJ, and hut slight hopa^ of her recovery are 
entertained. One other body — we did not learn 
iS onn of tho orphan** or a daOMttM — is supplied 
to be in tho ruins. One of the Swters of Chari'v, 
In jumping from tbe second story, had her Bpine 
broken, aud no hopes are entertained of her re- 
covery. 

Thus the mortality is six in nil. We have not 
been able, at thii writing, to learn theuame^of 
the dead and dying. Tbe loss of property is vcrv 
considerable. 

H ia the lirst fire that ha* visited our citv, at 
le:i*t in i'O years, in which a loss of life bas'beeu 
rceinieil — so say our oldtat citizens. The most 
<3 i^cr and intense excileme it pervaded all classes 
<>f our citizens yesterday, in regard to the trulv 
lamentable affair. Tbe "truly Cotutbtl objects of 
the institution were the theino of just praise on 
every tongue, und a suppressed emotion could l?c 
detected on almost everv count en mice. 

Later. — \\ o have jost returned from the scene! 
U was a heart-rending sight. Tho liro was dis- 
covered issuing from the hay at the southeast end 
• »f the building. Tho liend* in human form who , 
ooud apply the match, mnst ho a verv demon. 
I he wesrei Iv end of tho building had been litted « 
up as a dirmontory, where slept the girls who! 
wnre too largo to occupy the beds in the main [ 
building, and were always under (lie care of one 
Of 'he Bum*. 

Tho names of thaw entirely burned are Louise 
May, aged eleven years; Mary Jane liemieasy. 
aged fourteen rearc; and Catharine McEvoy, do- 
meatic, nineteen years. The charred lo- 
in tins of Marv Alice .aged twenty-fou«' 

ywtrs, were taken from the nUBI during the pro- 
gress of the lire, minus head, legs, one arm, and 
the other arm below the elbow. 

Mary .Martha Kobinson, as baptized, but hotter 
known as ''Ada" Rohinson, from Montreal, be- 
tween twelve and fifteen vears of age, though 
horribly burned, we understand some hopes are 
entertained of her recoverv, but, as one of the Sis- 
ters humanely remarked, it would seem that death 
would be a happy release to the agonizing snf- 
'erer. 

'•Sister BeJanger, " when the fire drove her 
from the room she occupied, got npon the roof, 
r» tnammgtliere until, to avoid the flames, she 
jumped to ihe groui d, breokintf her ».pinc, and, 
sinking by the side of the burning building, re- 
mained there until pulled awav bv thoee who lirst 
arrived on the ground.
